No intimation was given to the Senators 
as to the reason for this second “ holdup ” 
of the Illindis Colonel. It was learned at 
the White House tonight that the President 
is once more endeavoring to negotiate a 
transfer which will relieve Colonel Bryan of 
Senatorial opposition. Strong pressure is 
being brought to bear to induce the President 
to consent to the transfer of W. W. Rockhill 
from Greece to China, in which case Colonel 
Bryan could properly be sent to Athens, 
which was yne of his original choices. Min- 
ister Rockhill was Assistant Secretary of 
State in the last administration. He madea 
hazardous journey on foot through parts of 
China, published a book on the subject, and, 
though a young man, is a distinguished 
Orientalists. He wanted to go to China 
originaily, but the President desired a Re- 
publican for that important post. Now Rock- 
hill’s friends have moved in force on the 
White Houge, and the President is seriously 
considering the. proposed transfer. 

Colonel Bryan copld go to Greece without 
loss of dignity, and Rockhill’s experience in 
the State department, coupled with his 
Oriental travels, wOuld give this country a 
representative who would be fully alive to 
American interests,, If he were a Republic- 
an Rockhill would be appointed, forthwith, 
but the President naturally hesitates about 
intrusting the Chinese policy of the adminis- 
tration to a man of opposite political views. 

A suggestion is also being considered to 
send ex-Secretary of State Foster back to 
China as Minister, putting off Colonel Bryan 
with a South American place. The transfer 
of Minister Angell from Constantinople to 
Pekin has never heen seriously considered, 
It is a pogsibility, of course, but the Presi- 
dent does not consider it either desirable or 
possible, at least at present.

| the counterfeit was printed from an en- 


graved plate which differs in size from those 
used at thé Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing for the genuine note. This examination’ 
was condycted in the presence of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury and the chief of the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing, and the 
measurements taken showed conctusively 
that the spurious notes had not beeh print- 
ed from a genuine plate, as published. Un- 
der the eyes of expert engravers numerous 
flaws have been detected in the counterfeit 
certificates which would pass unno,iced in 
the ordinary transactions of ban! ling or 
other business. 

There are other engravers in the. United 
States who could probably havé made 
good plates for counterfeiters, but Delanos, 
Smith, and Ulrich are considered the men 

most likely to Rave perpetrated: the latest 
impositiog upon the banking institufions of 
the United States. Atany rate, all three are 
under surveillance, and unless they can give 
a good agcount of themselves they arc apt 
to be incarcerated for some time to come or 
until the mystety surrounding thesB coun- 
terfeit silver certificates has been Cleared 
away.

Russell Sage’s day has passed. The finan- 
cler who for nearly half a century has been 
one of the foremost 
forces in Wall street 
has been shorn of his 
power. The * men 
through whom he 
ruled, with whom he 
made his deals, have turned their backs upon 
him. With a fortune of $50,000,000, he is no 
longer a power in Wall street. 

Russell Sage has beengdropped from the 
directory of the Mercantile Trust company. 
He has lost control of the Manhattan Elc- 
Vated railroad company, and the Gould in- 
terests are turned against him. Sage was 
thrown out of the directory of the Mercan- 
tile Trust company because of the part he 
played in the Union Pacific deal in demand- 
ing a larger share of the profits. There was 
no effort to make this blow an easy one. It 
was not softened by excuses. He had been 
an officer of the company since its incep- 
tion twenty-five years ago, and one of its 
ruling spirits. The Board of Directors of 
the company is one of the strongest in New 
York. 

The annual election of the Mercantile 
Trust company took place on the third 
(Wednesday in December. Sage’s name was 
A@ropped from the list of directors. There 
was ever,a bitterer blow in store for him. 
iver since the death of Jay Gould, and, in 
fact, before his death, Russell Sage had 
complete control of the Manhattan.Blevated 
zailroad. The Goulds did not concern them- 
selves about the property. The Union Pa- 
aific deal opened George Gould’s eyes. He 
was interested in that. It behooved him to 
take a more active interest in his millions 
in the elevated railway. While other meth- 
ods of transportation in the city have ad- 
vanced with tremendous strides the elevated 
railroad has not moved. There has not been 
a single important improvement. 

There is no open rupture between the men. 
The fact remains, however, that. George 
Gould has taken control of the elevated rail- 
roads, and that Russell Sage has no voicein 
their management. Gould's interest in the 
elevated is probably three times that of

With the bright colors of Ballington 
Booth’s American Volunteers flying proudly 
from its main truck 
and within sight of 
the famous  Assa- 
teague life saying 
station, the trim 
Yankee brig Manson 
is being pounded to pieces down on the Dela- 
ware coast, with her chances of rescue pain- 
fully small. As the oficial report afloat 
of the religious organization that is oppos- 
ing the Salvation Army the Manson has 
acquired cowsiderable fame. 

The Manson went ashore on Turner’s 
Lump, five miles south of Assateague, yes- 
terday afternoon, and, according to advices 
received at the Maritime Exchange, it ,is 
doubtful if it can be floated. | 

It sailed from this port about three 
weeks ago for Bermuda Hundred, Va. The 
Manson’s return journey up the coast was 
uneventful until it came within sight of 
the Delaware breakwater. There it al- 
tered its course for the Delaware River and 
sped into shallow water and took the ground 
hard and fast. 

The craft, which registered 224 tons, had 
a huge hole knocked in Hs bottom. Cap- 
tain Crapo, his wife, and the crew of four 
men, like their skipper, @xhorters to re- 
pentance, launched the lifeboat and had 
hardly pushed off when the water closed 
ever the Manson’s deck. The boat safely 
reached the life saving station. The Man- 
son's masts,-one of them bearing the Sal- 
vationists motto, “ The Lord my banner,” 
were still above water when last heard 
from. 

Captain Crapo once made a yoyage from 
New York across the Atlantic in a small 
boat, accompanied by his wife. Then he 
took command of a small coasting vessel 
out of this port and met with disaster be- 
fore he reached his destination.

KILLED IN HIS 


Robert F. Gudgeon Shot at 
Midnight by Holdup Thug. 


SURVIVES ONLY AN HOUR. 


Fatal Wound Inflicted as He 
Fights for His Money. 


TRIO OF ROBBERS ESCAPE. 


While attempting to protect the cash draw- 
er in his saloon, 315 Johnson street, from 
«robbers at midnight last night, Robert F. 
Gudgeon was shot down at his bar and died 
at 1:30 o’clock this morning. The fatal 
bullet was fired at close range and struck 
the unfortunate man full in the right tem- 
ple. The three thugs fied immediately after. 
the fatal shot was fired, and at a late hour 
this morning had not been captured. 

Gudgeon was a wealthy stone contractor, 
jwith yards at 2525 La Sallestreet. His home 
was at 267 West Eighteenth street. He was 
prominent in politics and once ran on an in- 
dependent ticket for the Illinois Leg:slature. 

Gudgeon, with his brother-in-law, James 
Fitzgerald, had owned and conducted the 
saloon for several years, but the active man- 


,agement of the place was in Fitzgerald's 


hands. Last night, however, the latter had 
wanted to spend the evening out and 
Gudgeon had taken the watch in the saloon. 


Preparing to Close. 

A few minutes before 12 o'clock Gudgeon 
made preparations to close the place. He 
was standing behind the bar counting the 
day’s receipts in the cash drawer when the 
front door opened and the three men en- 
tered. 

He turned to see who was coming and 
as he did so looked into the muzzles of three 
revolvers, which the men, who had reached 
the bar, held leveled at'his head. 

“ Throw up your hands,”’ was the order of 
the leader of the holdup trio. 

The saloonkeeper made no move to do as 
he was ordered and the command was re- 
peated with an oath. 

In the meantime John Madigan, who was 
in the saloon with Gudgeon, had made a 
move toward the side door. One of the rob- 
bers quickly covered him with his revolver 
and ordered him to halt and throw up his 
hands. 

Gudgeon had shown no Inclination to sur- 
render and the largest thug started to walk 
behind the bar.

Brother and Sister Rush In. 

At the time of the shooting Mrs. Fitzger- 
ald, Gudgeon’s sister, was in his rooms over 
sthe saloon talking with her brother *‘ Jerry ” 
Gudgeon. The two ran into the saloon just 
in time to see the three robbers run from 
the front door and escape. The thugs point- 
ed their revolvers toward Mrs. Fitzgerald 
and “ Jerry ’’ Gudgeon and compelled them 
to stand back. As the tall robbber reached 
the sidewalk in front of the sa 
Joon he fired a shot in the 
air, after which he joined his companions 
and the three ran away. 

It was at first thought they had made 
their escape in a buggy, which they had 
standing in the street near the saloon, but 
jt was afterward learned they had fled on 
foot, running west in Highteenth street. 

A “watch” over the remains of Patrick 
OO’ Leary was in progress at 321 Johnson 
street and the sound of the shooting alarmed 
the watchers, who ran into the street and 
attempted to intercept the robbers, but they 
eluded their pursuers and succeeded in get- 
ting away. 

The unconscious form of Gudgeon was cam 
ried into the Fitzgerald apartments and a 
physician and priest were hurriedly called. 
It was evident that he could live but a short 
time and the rites of the Catholic church 
were administered. 

Police from the Canalport Avenue Station 
were on the scene within five minutes after 
the shooting, but at that time there was 
po trace of the robbers. 


Priest Present at the Death. 

The scene above the saloon as the wounded 
man drew near ddéat was impressive. 
Father Dowlan administered extreme unc- 
tion, while Gudgeon was surrounded by 
members of his family on their knees. Two 
policemen who entered the place in a hurry 
while working on the case stopped quickly 
as they saw the ceremony was in progress 
and dropped to their knees on the floor and 
waited the few minutes before death oc- 
curred. 

Madigan, who had secured a good look 
at the robbers, described them as follows: 
No. 1 was five feet six inches tall, smooth 
face, light complexion, wore dark suit of 
clothes, soft hat. 

No. 2 was five feet tén inches tall, smooth 
face, light complexion, dark clothes, and 
pvercoat. 

No. 3 was five feet tall, 17 years old, light 
gomplexion, light hair, light suit of clothes, 
and no overcoat. 

Captain Wheeler was at once notified of 
the shooting and put every available man 
in his district on the trail of the robbers.

Up to an early hour 
this morning no trace of the thieves had

Self-Confessed Ghoul Must Come from

Governor Stephens of Missouri last night, 
in his apartments at the Palmer House, de- 
clared with emphasis that Professor Will- 
lam Smith of Kirksville, Mo., self-confessed 
robber of dead from the Dunning morgue 
and author of the statement that subjects 
for the anatomist’s knife are killed to order 
in county institutions, must come to Chicago 
and face the courts and the public. 

It was Professor Smith’s story in the 
Times-Herald that aroused the Gubernato- 
rial wrath, indignation, and sense of jus- 
His Excellency admitted that he had 
refused the requisition papers for Smith be- 
cause they charged the burglary of four 
sheets, which he thought was a trivial mat- 
ter. 

But when President of the County Board 
Healy and State’s Attorhey Deneen called 
upon his Excellency after he had returned 
from the theater and explained the entire 
situation to him he saw the affair in another 
light. 

From what little perueat knowledge he 
had of Smith's crime he did not regard the 
matter as a serious one. But the whole- 
sale accusations made against the officials 
of Cook County aroused the Governor's 
Southern chivalry. 

“You gentlemen see that the legal steps 
are properly taken,” said the Governor, 
‘‘and I will see that Smith comes to Chicago 
without any waste of time.” 

Earlier in the day State’s Attorney Deneen 
had written a long letter to Governor 
Stephens, asking him to reconsider his de- 
cision not to honor Governor Tanner's re- 


quisition. 


Call on Governor Stephens. 

Shortly after 10 o'clock President Healy 
and Mr. Deneen were informed by THE 
TRIBUNE that Governor Stephens was at the 
Palmer House. They decided to strike while 
the iron was hot and an hour later were 
rapping at the doors of parior 8.

The time from Detroit to Kalamazoo broke 
the record. Between Kalamazoo and Niles, 
owing to a hot box and trouble with an ec- 
centric, thirty minutes were lost, but ex- 
traordinary speed was made from Niles to 
Chicago. 

The arrival of the Detroit people brought 
reports. of an interesting three-cornered 
railroad war over the business of bringing 
them to Chicago. When the invitation was 
extended originally to the Detroit Com- 
mandery by the local commanderies the 
three railroads running between Detroit 
and Chicago were called on to make bids 
for transportation. The Wabash, the Mich- 
igan Central, and the Grand Trunk submit- 
ted bids, and the contract was awarded to 
the Wabash road, which was represented 
by Colonel R. G. Butler, a member of the 
commandery.

Then Colonel Butler made a coup, and at the 
Saturday night meeting of the commandery 
waived his contract for the Wabash road 
on condition that the price of transportation 
to and from Chicago Over his road be col- 
lected from each and every member and 
turned over to the Masonic Orphans’ Home 
of Chicago. Colonel Butler says his propo- 
sition was accepted, and that a committee 
was appointed to have the newspapers pub- 
lish these facts, both in the hope, he says, 
of preventing mistakes at the depot the 
following Monday, and also that the ranks of 
the Detroit delegation would be increased.

LEHR AND W. SANGER TO MEET iS 
FLORIDA ON FEB. 1. 


Are to Race Unpaced Mile Heats, Beat 
Two in Three—They Are the Largest 
Professional Riders in Their Native 
Countries—Each Tips the Beam at 
Over Two Handred Pounds—Jimm; 

Michael Reaches Chicago and Will 
Remain Two Weeks. :

New York, Jan. 10,—[Special. }—August 
Lehr, the champion of Germany, and Walter 
Cc. Sanger of Milwaukee will be signed with- 
in a few days to ride a series of match races 
at Bellaire, Fla., Feb. 1. Both Lehr and 
Sanger are giants in stature, Lehr weighing 

pounds and Sanger 208. The arrange- 
ments for the contest are for mile heats, un- 
a best two in three. The purse will be 


The match came about in this way: Sanger, 
whose weight hasbeen against him in mak- 
ing matches with smaller men, seeing the 
challenge of Lehr in the papers, made ac- 
ceptance quietly. Sanger wrote to John 
West, thé manager of Lehr and, Kiser, the 
two foreigners, who are now in training at 
Bellaire. Mr. West conferred with Lehr, 
with the result that Sanger was given the 
preference when Eddie Bald refused to ride 
the German until spring. 

Kiser and Eaton both had claims on Lehr 
prior to Sanger, but these men were over- 
looked in the arrangement, owing to the 
wish of Lehr to take on America’s giant 
racing man, providing he could not get the 
champion of America, Bald, to accept. 

This match should prove one of the most 
sensational of the times, owing to the al- 
most equal weight of the two men. Lehr 
is the largest of European racing men, 
Sanger the largest of the American field. 
Lehr shines in unpaced races, where the 
speed is not great until] the sprint. Sanger 
was the best man in this country at that 
style of race back in '08, when he defeated 
Zimmerman four times in their six meetings 
of that year. When fast pacemaking was 
introduced in short distance races in this 
country Sanger failed to show as prominent- 
ly as of old, and of late years the big fellow 
has failed to hold his own. The introduc- 
tion of the French style of unpaced racing 
places Sanger once more in the field, witha 
strong probability that ‘‘ Wooden Shoes ” 
will once more shine. 

On behalf of Kiser a challenge has been 
issued by Manager West to Walter Sanger 
for a pursuit race of five miies, to take place 
before or on Washington's birthday. Lehr 
is compelled to leave for Germany on Feb. 
25 to arrange his matters with the military 
of his native land in such manner as will 
enable him to return to America by May 1. 

Baltimore, Md., Jan. 10.—Chairman Mott 
of the L. A. W. Racing board has received 
a letter from Henry Sturmeier of Coventry, 
England, Secretary of the International 
Cyclists’ union, stating there are no official 
world’s racing records. Mr. Mott began an 
investigation of the matter at the time Ed- 
ward McDuffie of Boston tried for records 
on the Willow Grove track at Philadelphia. 
McDuffie’s remuneration depended some- 
what on whether he succeeded in breaking 
or equaling world’s records. He did some 
ge yng riding, tying Stock of England 
at 1:85% for the mile. Several other rec- 
ords were clipped. Then McDuffie claimed 
pay for world’s records. 

Mr. Mott allowed the records, and recorded 
them as official for this country or within 
the jurisdiction of the League of American 
Wheelmen. When asked whether he would 

eertify officially that they were world’s rec- 
ords he said he could not do so. He believed 
them to be world’s records, but had no docu- 
ments in his office to sustain his belief. Mr, 
Mott says he saw that it was a hardship, 
both for the promoters, who went to the ex- 
pense of providing pacers, and for the man 
who made the records, to have the matter 
still left uncertain, and wrote to Secretary 
Sturmeier to inquire whether there was not 
some way of settling the matter. Mr. 
Sturmeier suggests that each organization 
send him its offfcial records on Jan, 1 of each 
year. He will then compile them, and send 
copies to racing board chairmen or similar 
officers throughout the world, so that each 
may decide for himself what are world's 


records.

FIGHT UPON THOMPSON. 


“ Conservative” Ticket Is Posted 
and Is Well Backed. 


MEETING OF THE NEW CLUB. 


Midwinter sees anything but inactivity 
among the athletic clubs of Chicago. The 
Chieago Athletic association is in the midst 
of its annual election contest. The Bankers 
are about to plunge into that current, and 
the new America Athletic club announces 
that it is being crowded with applications 

r membership. 

The new so-ealled “ conservative ” ticket, 
which had been agreed upon some days be- 
fore, was placed on the boards at the Chi- 
cago Athletic association yesterday. It dif- 
fers from the members’ ticket only in the 
candidacy of A. M, Stewart for Vice Presi- 
dent instead of William Hale Thompson.

The “‘ conservatives ”’ 
hold that any sport that is not self-sustain- 
ing should not be maintained, or, if so, ‘it 
should be conducted on different lines. Mr. 
Thompson has ideas of his own on the sub- 
ject of football, and the “ conservatives ” 
think that if he is continued in authority 
ithe association's football feature will again 
be conducted “ extravagantly,” as they al- 
lege it was last fall. A supporter of the 
** conservative ”’ ticket yesterday said: 

** We are not in any way directly opposed 
to any athletic sport, and I should like to 
see all sorts of sport fostered by ¢he club to 
a reasonable degree. However, it is well 
known that none of our ventures in that line 
has ever been self-supporting, and I have 
begun to fear they never will be. I am in 
favor of some economy in this direction in 
the future.”’ 

Mr. Thompson's friends, on the other hand, 
are making a hard fight in his favor, and 


point to the fact that the club had its most 


successful athletic season ‘under his man- 
agement; also that the club gained there- 
by, having secured over 225 new members 
during the year. They also claim that the 
club’s annual report, which will be turned 
in soon, will show an improvement in the 


club’s finances. They admit that expenses 


during the football season were somewhat 
heavy, perhaps heavier than they might be, 
but as many things were encountered which 
were entirely unexpected they do not think 
any one else would have done better. 

The election occurs a week from today, 
and in the meanwhile there will be plenty 
of canvassing on all sides for votes. 

The Bankers’ Athletic club will meet this 
evening at its. clubhouse to nominate the 
ticket to be voted for on the 25th of the 
month.

Drainage Canal Board Meets All Ob- 
jections Raised by the City 
Souncil. 


Joliet, I[ll., Jag. 10.—[Special.}—The city 
officials and representatives of the sanitary 
district cf Chicayo held a conference in the 
Mayor's office this afternoon to see if a 
stipulation can be made in which the cross 
petition filed recently for the city may be 
dismissed and also the claims for damages. 
The principal cause of contention is over 
street grades and the proposed sewer along 
Desplaines street. The city officials want 
this lowered about -three feet. Attorney 
Hayes for the Drainage board presented a 
stipulation, which, if agreed to by both 
sides, is to be signed and become a part of 
the filed order of the court. It provides 
for the construction of the retaining wall, 
for the bridge across the canal and river at 
Jackson street, for raising the grade of the 


. Cass street bridge, and substituting a steel 


sructure for the present bridge on Jefferson 
street, and building the sewer along De- 
splaines street. The Drainage board agrees 
that whatever paved streets are destroyed 
or interfered with it will-repave and restore 
to their same good condition. It also agrees 
to make all connections with the sewer and 
to take care of,.at its Gwn expense, the 
water and g4a8 mains crossing the channel, 
and to make such arrangements as will 
preserve their efficiency with the least pos- 
sible inconvenience and delay. It its also 
agreed that wherever in the prosecution of 
the work any loss or damage may be caused 
to private individuals or property the sani- 
tary district will keep harmless the City of 
Joliet from any and all loss or damages 
whatsoever. It is further provided that 
this stipulation be made and entered on record 
and = a part of the filed order of judg- 
ment.

ChicagoSubwayCompany Asks 
Fifty-Year Franchise. 


POWERS IS THE SPONSOR. 


Ordinance Offers No Compensa- 
tion Excepting Use. 


OF THE SCHEME. 


DETAILS 


Alderman Powers put an ordinance into 
the City Council last evening which locks 
more like business than anything which 
has arpeared in that body for a long time. 
It proposes to give a franchise to the Chi- 
cago Subway company to construct a sys- 
tem of conduits under the alleys and streets 
of che city to be used for the carrying of tel- 
ephone and telegraph wires. the placing of 
pneumatic tubes, high-pressure water mains, 
and gas mains, and such other uses as such 
conduits, which, by the way, are to be built 
of concrete, can be put to. 

The President of the company, which is 
to receive the benelits free of charge—there 
is not a line about cumpensation to the 
city, more than granting it the use of these 
conduits for its own use, in the whole or- 
dinance—is George W. Jackson of the con- 
tracting firm of Wilson, Jackson & Co., 
which has done a g9o0d_ deal of work in Uhi- 
cago in the way of laying whatever pneu- 
matic tubes are now in gperation in the 
city. 

The ordinance grants a fifty-year fran- 
chise to the company named to construct 
conduits, not more than eighteen feet in 
diameter; under the streets and alleys, with 
permission to tunnel under the Chicago 
River, in the territory bounded by Michigan 
avenue, Division street, Ashland avenue, 
and Twenty-second street. All conduits, 
which are to be constructed of concrete, are 
to be at least twenty feet below the street 
level, and must not interfere with any ex- 
isting sewers, water or gas mains, or other 
underground work now in place. 

The uses to which these conduits can be 
put are described as *‘ pneumatic tubes, tel- 
ephone wires and cables, telegraph wires 
and cables, electric wires, gas and water 
mains, and such other things as the com- 
pany may deem advisable to accept.”’ 


What the City Gains. 


The clause giving the city a use of these 
conduits reads: “ Sufficient space in its sub- 
ways for the City of Chicago for its tele- 
phone wires and cables, its electric wires and 
cables, and its water mains.’’ The com- 
pany is given seven years in which to com- 
plete its conduits and get ready for business. 
As stated, there is nothing in the ordinance 
giving the city anything in the way of com- 
pensation more than the right to use the 
conduits. 

The ordinance was referred to the Commit- 
tee on Gas, Oil, and Electric Lights, of which 
Alderman Mulcahy is chairman. Its backers 
last evening spoke of Commissioner of. Pub- 
lic Works McGann as favoring the measure. 

Mr. McGann said of it later: 

**I Know nothing of this particular ordi- 
mance, but I have said such a system of con- 
uits would be a good thing, as it would do 
«away forever with the necessity of tearing 
up the streets. it should be under the con- 
trol of the city, however, and not of some pri- 
vate company.’’, 

The work of the Council would have been 
extremely dull had it not been for Alderman 
Kent of the Fifth Ward. He came to the 
meeting in a condition to make trouble and 
succeeded in making a lot of it before he got 
through. 

Mayor Harrison opened the proceedings by 


vetoing the order instructing Controller 


Waller to pay the salaries of the Aldermanic 
secretaries. out of money hot otherwise ap- 
propriated, saying such an order was con- 
trary to the recent decision of Judge Tuley. 
Alderman Ballenberg moved to.pass the or- 


der over the veto, but it failed of a two- 


thirds. majority, the vote being 44 to 15. 

The vote had hardly been announced when 
Aldermen Murphy and Gazzolo, enough to 
make the.two-thirds, came’in, and Alder- 
man Kent at once wanted to have a recon- 
sideration of the vote. 


Mayor Explains to Kent. 


Mayor Harrison tried to explain that there 
was nothing to reconsider, that the order 
having failed to pass over the veto’ was 
dead, and that -was all there wastoit. Al- 
derman Kent could not or would not under- 
stand anything and kept on making a gen- 
eral disturbance until the Mayor grew tired 
and saying, “I fear the Alderman from the 


Fifth is not in a receptive mood tonight,” * 


told the clerk to go on with the regular 
order. 

Then Alderman Walsh of the Seventeenth 
Ward wanted to appeal from the decision 
of the chair and the Mayor refused to put 
an appeal to the house on the ground there 
was no subject beforeit. This gave Alder- 
man Kent an excuse to make more noise, 
which he improved so well that Alderman 
Jackson lost all patience and exclaiming, 
‘“‘It is evident there are Aldermen here 
determined to obstruct business,’’ moved to 
adjourn, This motion was lost. 


Shortly afterwards Alderman Brenner in~ 


troduced the vetoed order efresh, andit was 
passed under a suspension of the rules. The 
Mayor will veto it, and next Monday evenirg 
again the whole performance will be gone 
over anew. 

On the recommendation of the Mayor an 
ordinance was sent to the Finance commit- 
tee authorizing the Commissioner of Public 
Works to change the plans ofthe intercept- 
ing sewer system so as to construct a 20- 
foot conduit in Thirty-ninth street and a 16- 
foot one in Lawrence avenue, with permis- 
sion to the Commissioner to make such other 
changes in the old plans as he may think 
necessary. He is also instructed to turn 
over all pumping works in connection with 
the sewers, when completed, to the drainage 
trustees. they to pay the cost of maintaining 
them. ‘The ordinance is in the line of the 
agreement recently made betweer the Mayor 
and te Drainage board. 


Approve Garbage Contracts. 

The Council, on motion of Alderman Pow- 
ers, passed an order approving of the letting 
by the Mayor and the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works of the five-year garbage contracts, 
This was done in conformity with some sug- 
gestions by Judge Tuley to cure faults 
claimed by M, C. McDonald in his attempt 
to have the contracts set aside; 

Alderman Biewer bobbed up with the reg- 
ular order on the Commissioner of Public 
Works,to know why he had not removed the 
switch tracks of the Weiss Brewing company 
in Bloomingdale road, the franchise for 
which has expired. These tracks are a con- 
stant source of Aidermanic inquiry, and 
when the Council is not taking action the 
agents of the Aldermen are putting them- 
selves in the way of the proprietors of the 
brewery. The order passed as a matter of 
course. 

Alderman Kahler a little while ago had 
pagsed an ordinance licensing the Garfield 
Electric Light company to do business in 
the Twelfth -Ward. Last night he had 
passed a resolution of inquiry as to whether 
this company had complied with the obliga- 
tions of its ordinance. All of which was 
taken as indicating a falling. out some- 
where. 

Alderman Kahler also wanted to know 
how much it costs the city to furnish police- 
men to railway companies for duty on cross- 
ings, and a resolution instructing the Con- 
troller to find out for him was duly passed. 

Alderman Knudson tried to have passed 
an order to publish, the city pay-rolis 
quarterly, but failed. Alderman Walsh was 
more fortunate, however, with one calling 


on the Civil Service commission to furnish | 


the Council its pay-roll for December.

NAT GOODWIN THE STAR. 


REAPPEARS IN “ AN AMERICAN CITT. 
ZEN” AT HOOLEY’S THEATER. 


Analysis of the Comedy—As to the Dia- 
logue—Faults of Over hasis 
Changes in the Cast—Comparisons 
with “The Adventure of Lady Ur- 
sula "—Past Successes of the Drama 
—Clyde Fitch’s New Piay, “ Nathan 
Hale,” in Preparation. 


It is just about a year since Mr. Goodwin 
produced Mrs. Ryley’s comedy, “ An Ameri- 
can Citizen,”’ at Hooley’s, and although he 
played it for three weeks then, and has since 
toured the country with it, the performance 
went last night at Hooley’s as if it werea 
new production. 

“An American Citizen” has never been 
welcomed among the great American plays 
of the period, yet it would be impossible to 
find today a more valuable piece of property 
in the way of dramatic wares. In New York 
this winter Mr. Goodwin faced all the com- 
petition that there is in America at present 
and came off victorious, playing Mrs. Ry- 
ley’s comedy through the whole of a long 
engagement, and this striking testimony 
to the value of a comedy which has never 
made a great stir in the press is rather a 
cheering sign of the times. 

for, although “An American Citizen ”’ 
is just as ligh+ a work in structure as ** The 
Adventure of Lady Ursula,” it shares with 
Mr. Hope’s play the distinction of being 
cleverly and even at times brilliantly writ- 
ten, so that its success goes to show that 
thefe are stray gleams o- intelligence among 
our audiences. Mrs. Ryley’s dialogue is not 
of the very highest order, but it is at least 
a long way better than What we are accus- 
tomed to in. comedy and farce, and her ac- 
tion is no+* of the circus kind. Consequent- 
ly her play altogether is one which “ re- 
peats’’ with extraordiaary success; more- 
over, it really gives Mr. win a chance 
to display a great deal of versatility. It 
is not often thet an actor can excite laughter 
for three acts and draw tears in the fourth. 

The production as a whole calls for little 
extended criticism at this date. The cast 
is not greatly changed, and in the few in- 
stances where there are differences, the al- 
teration is generally for the better. 

Mr. Clarence Montaire now plays the part 
of Peter Barbury, while Mr. William Inger- 
soll is Egerton Brown, a decided improve- 
ment upon the original scoundrel. There is 
also a new Otto Stroble in the perscr of Mr. 
Louis Payne. 

There is a general smoothness about the 
performance which time has brought about 
and a more elaborate attention to detail. 
In some cases this adds to the general effect. 
Miss Maxine Blliott, for instance. gives a 
decidedly more finished rendering of the part 
of Beatrice Carew, am! Miss Gertrude Elliott 
does her little act of renunciation as charm- 


vy ingly as ever. 


On the.other hand the piece rather loses 
than gains by occasional faults of overem- 
phasis which are almost certain to creep 
into the acting of a play that has been so 
long in constant use. This is a danger that 
should be guarded against in order that 
there may be no tendency to wear the thread 
of comedy bare or drag the pathos to the 
sobbing point. 

‘“ An American Citizen " is good fora long 
run, and in the meantime Mr. Goodwin is 
getting ‘“‘ Nathan Hale,”” Mr. Clyde Fitch's 
new play, ready for production in the near 


future. 


WARDE SEEN IN “ISKANDER.” 


Analysis of Mr. Eaton’s Play and of 
the Star’s Part in the 
Production. 


Since playwrights will inSist on writing 
romantic melodramas dealing with bygone 
ages, it is just as well that there are men 
like Mr. Frederic Warde to produce them, 
Not that Mr. Warde did anything like justice 
to Mr. EKaton’s “* Iskander,'' which was pro- 
duced on Sunday at the Schiller. But he at 
least. put the play On the stage, and for that 
the author should be thankful: 2 

To speak quite candidly, the public does not 
and never could care very much for any 
version, however well written and cleverly 
acted, of a story dike Benjamin Disraeli’s 
** Rise of Iskander.”’ An old-fashioned melo- 
drama of this kind has fts devotees in the 
country towns, and Mr. Frederic Warde may 
find it worth while to gain some prestige by 
playing a Chicago engagement to start him 
on his tour of the provinces proper, but it 
would be unkind to advise any unwitting 
person to go and see the play unless he Is still 
in the state of unredemption where he can 
accept bad stage tradition for dramatic art. 

As for Mr. Eaton’s work in itself, it is by 
no means bad of its kind, and when well 
staged. and acted with spirit might be ef- 
fective; but since the kind is so uninviting, 
it is inconceivable that any manager who 
knows his business could give the piece a 
really fine production. Mr. Warde cannot 
be a romantic hero, because he has not even 
Jearned to lay on with his broadsword; in- 
deed, his defense Horatiolike of the Helmet 
Bridge last night against a thousand foemen 
was one of the most ludicrous things that 
have been seen for some time. 

But even taken on its own merits, there 
are grave objections to Mr. Eaton's play. 
The language is far from poetical, and 
rarely succeeds in being magniloquent, a 
great fault in a romantic melodrama; nor is 
it possible to reconcile a story of the dark 
ages with such modern slang as is spoken 
by Mousa, the chief eunuch to Prince Mo- 
hammed. 

The scenery was the best part of last 
night’s production; the acting by all odds 
the worst. 


JULIA- MARLOWE IN A NEW PLAY 


First Presentation of “‘The Countess 
Valeska ” Received with Favor 
in New York. 


New York, Jan. 10.—[Special. ]}—Julia Mar- 
lowe produced at the Knickerbocker Thea- 
ter tonight a drama newly translated from 
the German, and in it enacted a historical 
heroine. This personage was the woman 
from whom the play derived its title, “‘ The 
Countess Valeska,” and in her actual lite, 
early in the present century, she figured as 
an ardent Polish patriot at the same time 
that Napoleon was pretending to befriend 
her country in its efforts to secure freedom. 
The fiction invented by Rudolph Stratz, the 
author, was that she was in love with a 
young Prussian officer, one of the enemies 
of her native land, and that her heart was 
torn by the struggle between her opposed 
motives of loyalty to her lover and to. her 
kindred. 

Napoleon was shown briefly and silently 
upon his arrival at the Woman’s castle at 
night, before the battle of Friedland, again 
upon his departure in the morning for the 
engagement. Between those times a con- 
spiracy to assassinate him was contrived 
and thwarted, for she saved Napoleon by 
denouncing her lover. Miss Marlowe’s act- 
ing in the passage Was a rare combination 
of subtlety and power, and it rose surely 
and steadily to 2 thrilling climax. If her 
stage companion had been a fitting one a 
great success. for the piece might have been 
commanded; but Bassett Roe was not the 
requisite actor, and he no more than in- 
dicated the possibilities which he could not 
nearly reach. : 

Miss Marlowe was applauded much, and 
her production of the Countess Valeska, 
although it did not disclose a great drama— 
not even a remarkably good. one, if we are 
to measure it by its general interest—will 
fill a week or two of her present engagement

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Conductor, Loses His Life. 


FALLS UNDER HIS TRAIN. 


Prove Unavailing. 


John F. Burke, a conductor in the employ 
of the North Chicago Street railway com- 
pany, fell beneath the wheels of a trailer in 
the La Salle street tunnel yesterday after- 
noon and was so seriously injured that he 
died of his injuries an hour later. Several 
women who witnessed the accident fainted 
and others became hysterical. Until he sank 
unconscious beneath the car the man con- 
tinued to beg those who stood horrified on 
the rear and front of the cars between which 
he hung to rescue him. None had the pres- 
ence of mind to either pull the bell cord or 
reach for the struggling man. It ajl hap- 
pened in less than a minute. 

Car No, 670, south bound, entered the tun- 
nel at 4:35. The train was composed of a 
grip car and two trailers and was in charge 
of Conductor Burke. The cars were filled 
and the platforms were crowded. As -the 
train neared the Randolph street end of the 
tunnel Conductor Burke began unhooking 
the gate on the rear end of his car. when he 
lost his balance and fell against the tunnel 
wall. The gate fell beneath the car and 
Burke was doubled up and hurled between 
his car and the second trailer. He grasped 
the platform steps and made an effort to 
pull himself outside the tracks. Burke once 
lost his hold on the step to which he clung, 
but managed to grasp the chain that hung 
from the dashboard. His head and hands 
were badly cut and were bleeding. A dozen 
times Burke’s legs and body were dragged 
beneath the wheels of the trailer, and at last 
the suffering man released his hold and the 
train passed over his body, the wheels, how- 
ever, not touching him. 

Burke had been dragged about thirty feet, 
and before another thirty feet had been made 
the train was brought to a stop. Several 
persons ran back to where the mangled body 
of the conductor lay, and it was carried to a 
nearby saloon. When Dr. Lunnell, 100 State 
street, arrived he pronounced the man be- 
yond hope of recovery. An ambulance wag 
called and Burke was sent to the Passavant 
Hospital, where he died a few moments after 
his admission. The remains were taken to 
Rolston’s undertaking establishment, 22 
Adams street, where an inquest will be held 
this afternoon. 

Burke was a widower, 83 years old, and 
resided with his aged mother at 1547 Fletcher 
street. He had been in the employ of the 
North Chicago Street railway company for 
several years, and was regarded as one of 
the most reliable men on the line. 

The taking off of gates while cars are in 
the tunnel is against the rules and has long 
been considered a dangerous practice. It is 
necessary to remove the gates when the cars 
reach the South Side in order that passen- 
gers may leave and enter the car on the left 
side. The distance from the mouth of the 
tunnel to the first stop on Ragdolph street 
is but a few feet, and fo facilitate matters 
the conductors have become accustomed to 
remove the gates as the cars approach the 
opening. An order will be sent out by the 
company today forbidding this practice.

STRIKE IN THE COTTON MILLS. 

The managers of the Fall River cotton 
mills led off in the demand for a wage re- 
duction of 10 or 11 per cént. The other 
New England mills have followed suit for 
the same reason—the inability to make | 
any money owing t} the fact that the ware 
houses were filled {rith cotton goods, which 
cannot be sold at profit. They must be 
slaughtered to be disposed of. 

The Southern mills, employing labor 
which, whether white or colored, is much 
more cheaply paid than that of the New 
England operatives, can sell goods—and 
make a profit—at 4 price which the New 
England mill-own¢rs cannot meet unless 
‘they reduce wages! pr furego profits. 

The Fall River operatives agreed, though 
very reluctantly, to.the cut in wages. 
Those in some of the other New England 
mills have also consented. But the New 
Bedford and Lowell cotton spinners ani 
weavers have voted unanimously to resist 
a reduction in wages. They will go out on 
a strike before th¢ end of the month. 

It is not likely thi |t the strike fever will be 
confined to New Iyedford and Lowell. It 
may spread throughout New England, and 
end in the closing of about all the cotton 
mills. If that happens the mills are likely 
to remain closed for some time, unless there. 
is an advance in the price of cotten goods. 
which will enable them to pay bettér wages. 
There are no indigations at this time of 
such an advance, ‘The tendency is the 
other way. ? . i 

If the cotton spinners and weavers strike 
they will do so ona falling market. When 
that condition of affairs exists it is exceed- 
ingly hard to win a strike. Prices are not 
low because of foreign competition. The 
mill-owners do n¢t find any fault with 
the present tariff. | They raised no objection 
to it. Of Golored jjotfor cloth this country 
exports as much as it imports. Of uncol- 
ored cloth it exports seventy times as much 
as it imports. - 

But the competition of Southern mills 
with cheaper labor’and generally newer and 
improved machinety, and which have some 
minor advantages to boot, ‘is too much for 
the New- . They have their 
choice between cutting down wages or 
carrying on.an unprofitable business. That 
being the situatiin in which they are 
placed the operat} res are not likely.to make 
much by striking; Low wages are better 
than no wages. ° |

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TEMPEST IN A DEMOCRATIC TEAPOT. 

An interesting fight appears to be develop- 
ing in the: Democratic “happy family-” 
in Washington over the election of chair- 
man of the Democratic Congressional com- 


mittee for the present year. It was given 


out some time since that “ Buck” Hin- 
richsen of the Jacksonville district, one 
of the five Bryan representatives from 
this State, had been selected by his as- 
sociates to represent Illinois upon the com- 
mittee, and it was further announced that 
he stood a fair chance of being promoted 
to the position of chairman in considera- 
tion of his experience as chairman of the 
Democratic State Central committee of II- 
linois during the campaign in which Bryan 
and Altgeld were so badly beaten in 1896. 
In fact it was asserted that he had already 
received pledges of support for the place 
from twenty-four out of the thirty-six mem- 
bers of tht committee, making his elec- 
tion practifally sure. 

Some new light is now thrown upon the 
manner of Hinrichsen’s alleged election to 
a place on the committee by the announce- 
ment that, although he claims to have been 
chosen at n meeting which was attended 


by himself and Messrs. Hunter (Dem.) and 


Jett (Pop.), both of the. last two named 
gentlemen are credited with the assertion 
that no such meeting was ever. held— 
which throws upon Mr. Hinrichsen the en- 
tive responsibility of his own election, where- 
as he had previously borne only one-third 
of it. ‘The! denial of Messrs. Hunter and 
Jett, therefore, “cuts the ground from 
under’ the aspiring Jacksonville states- 
man altogether, leaving him nothing to 
stand upon, Campbell (Dem.) of the 
Twentieth District and Baker (ex-Re- 
publican and Populist) of the Twenty-first 
do not seem ‘to have been consulted in the 
alleged election at all. 

But a new element has been injected infd 
the contest by the appearance of ex-Goy- 
ernor Altgeld in the field as an opponent 
of Hinrichsen’s election, and it is claimed 
that he has been successful to stich an 
extent that through the influence of Boss 
Croker young George B. McClellan, who 
member of the 
committee for. the New York delegation 
and had committed himself in favor of 
Hinrichsen, has tendered his resignation, 
and the place will now go to Congressman 
Amos Cummings, who will vote against 
Himrichsen. Besides this certain United 
States Senators have been taking a part 
in the game in behalf of their colleagne, 
Senator Faulkner of Virginia, who acted ag 
chairman two years ago. Faulkner had 
expressed his. wish to retire; but in view 
of certain deépreciatory comments made 
upon his management of the campaign of 
1896, it is now said that he will demand 
a vindieatidn and_is therefore an active 
eandidate for reélection. 

But the chief feature of interest in this 
curious fight, at least for Illinois readers, 
is the fact that Altgeld’s hostility to Hin- 
richsen is traced to the alleged treachery 
of the latter to the former in the cam- 
paign of 1896, when Hinrichsen was Secre- 
tary of State and chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Central committee and Altgeld 
the candidate for Governor. As told by a 
Washington correspondent the story is as 
follows: 


Governor Altgeld claims that Hinrichsen be- 
trayed him during the last campaign, and fur- 
nished William 8. Forman with the ammunition 
he used in that. conflict, including certain events 
in Altgeld’s personal history. Hinrichsen declares, 
for example, that he persuaded Mr. Dunlap, a 
Jacksonville banker, to furnish $25,000 in cash 
with which he and Governor Altgeld replaced the 
latter’s notes in the vaults of the Illinois State 
Treasury when the defalcation of Treasurer 
Ramsay could no longer be concealed, and thus 
.protected the Governor’s reputation. 

Hinrichsen, on his part, as the story 
goes— 

Thinks that thie friendly act should have placed 
Altga@d under everlasting obligations to him, but 
Altgeld holds that Hirtrichsen has forfeited all 
claims for gratitude or other consideration by 
making the circumstances public. 


So it appedfs, after all, that the story of 
tampering with the State funds about the 
time of Treastrer Ramsay's death, so vo- 
ciferously denied by Altgeld during the 
campaign of 1896. was true, presumably 
even to openihg the vaults of the State 
Treasury in violation of law to secure his 
personal paper and prevent exposure. And 
thus it is, through the quarrels of the par- 
ties to this transaction, that the facts are 
gradually leaking out, and the most dam- 
aging charges regarding Altgeld’s manage- 
ment of the State finances for his individual 
benefit are being confirmed. 

The fight is a very pretty one as it now 
stands. And yet there is more to follow. 
When rogues fall out, etc. 


THE ISLAND OF CHUSAN. 

Much interest centers just now about the 
Island of Chusan, which it is believed Great 
Britain will obtain possession of by its 
guaranty of the Chinese loan. A descrip- 
tion of it will therefore be of interest. 

The island of this name, which is the 
principal of a, group known as the Chusan 
Archipelago, lying off the east coast of China 
at the mouth ‘of Hang-Chow Bay and op- 
posite the City of Ningpo, is described by 
the Encyclopedia Britannica as— 


Beautifully diversified with hill and dale and 
well watered with numerous small! streams. of 
which the most considerable is the Tung-Keang, 
falling tnto the harbor of Tinghae. Most of the 
surface is capable of cultivation and nineteen- 
twentieths of the inhabitants are engaged in ag- 
riculture. Wherever it is possible to grow rice 
every ,other product is neglected; yet the 
quantity produced is not sufficient for 
the wants of the tnhabitants. Millet, 
wheat, sweet potatees, yamsa, and tares are 
also grown. The tea plant is found almost every- 
where, and the cotton plant ts largely cultivated 
near the sea. The capital, Tinghae, stands about 
half a mile from the southern shore and is sur- 
rounded by a wall nearly three miles in circuit. 
The ditch outside the wall is interrupted on the 
northwest side by a spur from a neighboring hill, 
which projects into the town and forms an easy 
‘access to an attacking force. The town is traversed 
by canals, and the harbor, which has from four to 
eight fathoms of water, is land-locked by several 
tslands. ‘Temple (or Josshouse) Hill,:which com- 
mands the town and harbor, is 122 feet high close 
to the beach. The population of the town and 
suburbs of Tinghae, which at the commencement 
of 1843 was about 27,500, had increased in 1846 to 
35,000. The population of the entire island is es- 


timated at 250,000, of which the capital contains 


about 40,000. Chusan has but few manufactures: 
the chief are coarse cotton stuffs and agricultural 
implements. There are salt works on the coast 
and the fisheries employ a number of the inhab- 
itants. In Tinghae a considerable business is car- 
ried on in carving and varnishing, and its silver- 


the cotton mills to follow’ 
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ly declaring that England reserved to itself 
the right to recover possession in the event 
of China ceasing to observe other treaty 
stipulations, especially in connection with 
the “most favored nation clauses.’ If 
England should take possession of the island 
now, it is conjectured that it will be in con- 
sideration of the violation of this treaty by 
China in its dealings with Russia, France, 
and Germany, In any event, England Is 
not likely to be caught napping in its claim 
upon so valuable a possession, command- 
ing, as it does, the approach from the sea to 
the interior waterways of China, including 
the Grand Canal and the great Yang tse 
Kiang, the Mississippi of the Chinese Em- 
pire, 


.A WORD OF WARNING. 

A majority of the members of the Illinois 
House of Representatives have indorsed 
the California plan of dividing the taxes on 
mortgaged real estate between the mort- 
gagor and the mortgagee. The effect of 
that plan, as Tar Trisune has stated 
often, is that the mortgagor is aot relieved 
from taxation at all, for he has to pay a 
higher rate of interest when he borrows 
money. 

A majority of the members appear to 
favor strongly the taxation of credits in 
all other forms—notes, bonds, book debts, 
ete.—although all intangible personal prop- 
erty of that kind is a lien on other tangible 
property, which is listed and does pry taxes. 
Those members believe therefore in double 
taxation, and that of a kind which will be 
most injurious to the interests of all the 
manufacturers and merchants in the State. 

Furthermore, there secms to be a strong 
disposition to give assessors inquisitorial 
powers in the hope that they may be able 
to drag to light and pvt on their books all 
the evidences of indebtedness which any 
[llinoisan may be so unfortunate as to own. 
A Chicago Representative has gone so far 
as to introduce a bill making it the duty of 
every safety deposit company to give the 
assessor a list of the names of all its cus- 
tomers, so they may be compelied to list 
the contents of their boxes, 

The immediate and permanent effect of 
that taxation of ‘credits which it is pro- 
posed to enforce will be an advance in the 
interest rates. Thirty years ago money 
loaned in Illinois brought from 8 to 12 per 
cent. Farmers borrowing on the security 
of their lands had to pay the higher rate. 

Since 1868 the rent charged for the use 
of money has been declining gradually un- 
til that rent ranges from 4 per cent to 7 
per cent, depending on the amount of the 
loan, the excellence of the security, ete. 

This decline is due partially to the im- 
provement in the quality of the money 
loaned, and partially to the increased sup- 
ply of loanable capital. But it is due large- 
ly to the fact that in spite of the revenue 
law of 1872 credits have not been taxed, 
and thus borrowers have been enabled to 
get the use of money at the lowest market 
rates. 

That the supply of loanable capital has 
increased, thus. tending to lower interest 
rates, is due in great part to the fact that 
that capital has not been taxed in Illinois. 
Its owners have been induced to bring it 
here, because they would not be hampered 
or harassed by unjust laws-and illegitimate. 
taxation. 

If credits were to be taxed as is proposed 


the interest rates throughout the State | 


would advance at once. They wonld rise 
sufficiently to make good to future lenders 
all they might be obliged to pay in“ the 
shape of taxes. If they saw they would 
have to pa¥ 2 per cent on-loans they would 
charge 6 per cent interest where they 
charge 4 now, and 9 where they charge 7. 

Of course, those who have loans out- 
standing would be unable to defend them- 
selves during the life of those Icans. If 
they had loaned money for 6 per cent and 
the tax collector demanded a third they 
would have to submit. But when the time 
came to renew these loans the lenders would 
shift the tax they had been paying to the 
borrowers by making the latter pay higher 
interest. 

This inevitable advance in the rates of 
interest due to the taxation of credit would 
affect injuriously between 75,000 and 100,- 
00 Illinois voters—farmers, merchants, 
etc.—who would have occasion to borrow 
money. When they found the rates had 
been put up on them they would ask the 
reason why. | 

When. they learned that they had to 
pay 2 per cent more because the Legisla- 
ture had passed an unjust law they would 
get hold of the legislative journals to as- 
certain whether any of their own imme- 
diate Representatives voted for it. If they 
found that any of them did they would 
make it their special business to kill off 
those men politically. 

The Republican voter who has been hit 
by this law will work and vote to defeat 
the renomination of his Republican Repre- 
sentative who has misrepresented him. He 
will.mark his ballot against that man if 
nominated, even though by so doing he 
elected a Democrat. The Democratic voter 
and borrower would pursue the same 
course. 

The lenders who were caught with out- 
standing loans would have no mercy on 
the men who had taxed them on those loans. 
Party loyalty would net weigh with them 
when they saw a chance to deal those men 
a blow. 

Members of the Illicois Legislature who 
vote for a crediz-taxing bill which becomes 
a law put an end to their political careers. 
They will not be heard of again. There- 
fore those persons who at this time seem 
bent on taxing credits and thus raising 
interest rates 2 per cent or more should do 
a little thinking before they cast a final 
vote. | 


KOHLSAAT’S PLAN I8 DOOMED. 
The Washington correspondent of Tue 
Trisunc sends word that none of the 


financial schemes submitted to Congress 


will become a law at this session. The pian 
of the Monetary commission stands the 
poorest chance of all. The correspondent 
states: 3 

The report of the Monetary commission has 
made scarcely a ripple of excitement in Congress. 
It is difficult to find a Western or Southern mem- 
ber who will consent to give it serious attention. 
It was at first thought the Southern men would be 
attracted by the scheme of asset banking, with its 
alluring possibilities of securing cash on doubtful 
securities. On the contrary, they have been quick 
to repudiate it, They say that if the government 
js “ going into the banking business ’’ and is not 
to be expected to back up the paper by national 
guarantee the whole business of banking must be 
left to the States. 

The contémpt with which Congress is 
turning away from the Monetary commis- 
sion plan puts Mr, Kohlsaat in ar unenvia- 
ble and ridiculous pusition. He finds that 
he has been wastiay his energies on an 
impracticable scheme. If he had studied 
the subject a little in advance he would not 
find himself in a hole. )

Though in touch with Asia, where silver 
has been used for money from immemorial 
times, Russia found that the silver standard 
cannot be maintained in this era without 
heavy and continuous losses to the people 
and the national treasury. The Czar, as 
events are developing, has no desire to 
isolate himself from the commercial ‘af- 
fairs of the world, nor to engoge in a ro- 
mantic crusade for silver “‘ without the aid 
or consent of any other nation on earth.” 
He was tired of a brokerage shave whenever 
he received money or paid it out. After 
careful thought Russia decided to wlace all 
its money on a parity with gold, and the 
decree to this effect. has been enforced. 

Russia, for the first time, is a gold standard 
country. The silver ruble has been re- 
moved from the first toa minor place. The 
ukase of Nov. 26 last authorizes the issue 
of a new gold coin worth exactly five rubles 
in silver or paper, not at an old ratio, but 
at the market price. In the new departure 
the silver ruble is valued in gold, not in a 
wornout tradition. About 200,000,000 one- 
ruble and three-ruble notes will be re- 
placed by one-ruble silver coins.’ On every 
paper note will be stated the number of gold 
rubles it calls for and the number of grains 
of gold in each ruble. Wach note is in- 
scribed with these words: ‘“ The State bank 
gives gold coin in return for notes without 
limit as to amount; the exchange of notes 
for gold is guaranteed by the entire property 
of the State; the notes of the State have 
currency throughout the empire on a parity 
with gold.” 

It is greatly to the credit of Russia that 
it effected this change without favoring or 
class, whether débtor or 
creditor, capitalist 6r workman. To fix the 
value of its currency it went to the markets 
of the world, a course pursued by the found- 
ers of this republic as the onty one worthy 
@ moment's thought. Russia is now pre- 
pared to go forward with its international 
policies and to transact business in any con- 
tinent or market on a basis no one can ques- 
tion. The Russian people have escabed from 
a fictitious currency on which they lost 
something in all trade dealings, large or 
small. On their bank notes is now inscribed 
“ redeemable in gold’ instead of, as form- 
erly, “ redeemable in silver.” Russia failed 
with the silver standard, though the empire 
claims a fifth of the earth’s area an-i nearly 
a tenth of its population. It has, therefore, 
adopted the world’s gold standard, leaving 
to other nations the coinage of dollars worth 
45 cents in gold and 55 cents in moonshine.

The Unhung Convicted Murderers. 


A telegram from San Francisco reminds 
us that the murderer Worden, who precipi- 
tated a trainload of soldiers into the water 
by sawing the timbers of a bridge in 1894, 
an@ who was convicted by a jury and sen- 
tenced to death, is still alive, and running 
from court to court with writs of error, ap- 
peals, petitions for pardon, and what not. 
His last appeal to the Supreme Court of the 
United States on some constitutional ques- 
tion has just been dismissed, and it is now 
said that the sentence of the jury will be 
carried into effect. That is an extremely 
rash prediction. The reputation of this 
coumtry as the only one in the world whose 
system of jurisprudence is designed to make 
the punishment of murder by due course 
of law difficult, and hence to make lynching 
frequent, would suffer if Worden were 
hanged even at this late day. Moreover, it 
would be a reflection upon the Debs riot 
if anybody were put to death for participa- 
tion in it. Debs ordered the railway hands 
in Sacramento to strike because the Pull- 
man Car company would not do something 
that he required. Some railway company 
in California attempted to run trains with- 
out Debs’ ion, and the strikers at- 
tempted to prevent it from doing so. Troops 
were ordered out to restore the railway 
property to its owners, which they did, and 
as they were ng back to their quarters 
by train Worden, for purposes. of revenge, 
sawed the timbers of a bridge in order to 
wreck the train. One or more of the per- 
sons on the train were killed by the result- 
ing accident, and now, nearly four years 
after the event, the question is still 
unsettled whether the murderer shall be 
punished or not. Of course, all the deter- 
rent effects of the law have been dissipated 
by the long delay in bringing the murderer 
to justice —New York Post. 
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Uncle Sam’s Enormous Pension Army. 


Speaking of the increase of 54,000 in the 
pension list during the last year, our es- 
teemed contemporary, the Brooklyn Eagle, 
recently remarked: 7 

“Nearly twice. aS many persons are on 
the pension list now as ever were on the 
rolls of the Union army at one time! The 
war ended thirty-two years ago.” 

The pension list is large enough, but the 
Eagle’s statement is not quite accurate. At 
the present time there are more than 976,000 
persons drawing pensions on account of all 
the wars in which this country has been en- 
gaged.

The pension list now exceeds that number 
by 275,000, but it is yet short of the million 
mark, and it is by no means accurate to 
say, as the Eagle does, that “‘ nearly twice 
as many persons are on the pension lists 
now as wers ever on the rolis of the Union

INSURANCE AFPAIRS. 


The official ticket for members of the Executive 
committee of the Underwriters’ association is 
probably the only one which will be submitted 
to the annual meeting tomorrow. While there 
has been some opposition to the names on the 
list, it has not developed into anything definite. 
The Nominating committee, which made up the 
ticket, say they made the selection realizing the 
fact that during the next three or four months 
questions would be decided by the Executive 
committee which will involve the existence of 
the organization. It was in view of this that 
the personnel includes representatives of some of 
the companies doing the largest business in 
Cook County. ‘The committee has the approval 
of BE. M. Teall, who will be reélected President 
of the association without opposition. The meet- 
ing will be devoted to the election of officers, the 
reports of the present officers, and to routine 
business which must be disposed of. It is not 
believed that any of the important questions be- 
fore the aasociation will be taken up af that 
time, but that the meeting will adjourn a week for 
their consideration. A representative of one of 
the largest of the underwriter combination said 
yesterday he would not oppose the enforce- 
ment of the three agency rule, and did not claim 
the right to appoint agents for the compact in 
addition to the number allowed each individual 
company. This is an exception to the rule, how- 
ever, as some of the managers of these “* an- 
nexes’’ have combined to secure a ruling on 
this limitation which will be in their favor. 
Thie question is the most discussed one in La- 
Salle street, and promises to create a  dis- 
turbance in the board when it comes up for final 
settlement. The decision in the matter will 
probably be left to the meeting of the association.

BY THE CAN ADIAN '

They Are to Be Made : sleet 2? by the 
Construction of the Crpw's West 
Pass Ratilroad—Vast Extent and

New York, Jan. 10.—Vast and undeveloped 
coal deposits will be thrown ¢pen to the 
world when the Crow’s Nest Pass railroad, 
now, constructing, 1s complet 
line connects the transcontinental system, 
crossing the great plains of the Canadian 
Northwest, with the valley that lies between 
the Roéky Mountains on the east and the 
Selkirks. on the west. Qne neell only con- 
sider the area of these deposits, the breadth 
of the seams, and the quality of,the coal to 
understand that the output frém the new 
Yields will have an appreciable influence on 
the markets of the whole corttinent. Ac- 
cording to Dr. Selwyn, formen director of 
the Geologica] Survey of Canada, the West- 
ern fields contain 49,952,000 ton ‘ot coal >er 
square mile, and the area, with goal deposits 
explored up to the present, consists of about 
150 square miles: Dr. Selwyn was noted for 
his conservative estimestes, but if even a 
fraction of the coal which he cormsiders avail- 
able be mined from the Crow’s Nest Pass 
coal fields, the world’s supply oF fuel will be 
greatly increased. 

The coal area is in the suiethbern part of 
the country known as East ar ney: It 
was in West, Kootenay that grezt mining ex- 
citement prevailed during 1 and 1897, 
American miner§ gathering veritable 
harvest of wealth for their oD allt in ex- 
ploring and opening that regiorg The whvle 
Kootenay district is nd the Northwest 
Territories, extending some miles north 
of the international boundary.; East Koot- 
enay alone is about two-thirdg the size of 
the kingdom of Greece. Now that a rail- 
road is being pushed through this terra 
incognita, a period of great development is 
anticipated. 

The coal fields are sixty mileg southeast of 
Fort Steele and in proximity to Crow’s Nest 
Pass. It is not unlikely that in the near 
future a network of American failways, like 
these in West Kootenay, tappigg the mining 
region for the benefit of the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific, will traverse the east- 
ern section. The discovery of the deposits 
occurred during the early eighties. Work- 
men were cutting a rough traij, suitable for 
pack trains, through the Crow’s Nest Paas. 
There were few prospectors ip British Co- 
lumbia at that time, but since the wild rush 
to Cariboo in 1849 and to Wig Horse Creek 
in Bast Kootenay nearly if a century

PETITION FOR MORE POLICE. 


Ex-Judge McConnell will today, or as soon 
as the Civil Service commission can get 
away from the Senate committee long 
enough to listen to him, appear before that 
bod#® and make an argument in favor of 
exefapting the employés of City. Clerk 
Loeifier’s. office from thé operation of the 
civil service law. ‘There are eighteen em- 
ployés of the office who are affected, al- 
though half of them are holdovers from 
former administrations and would remain 
in the office whatever the commission may 
decifie in| the matter. Chief Deputy Strain 
and. Chief Clerk Brown, however, would 
hav®2 to go as the law is understood now, un- 
less they could succeed in passing the civil 
service examination at the head of the list. 
Judge McConnell bases his claim that the 
City, Clerk’s office is exempt from the opera- 
tion. of the civil service: law on the fact 
that the Supreme Court, in its recent de- 
cisién, held that the offices under the con- 
trol: of the commission were thsse con- 
nected with the executive branch of the 
city government. The City Clerk's office 
is a: part of the legislative part of the gov- 
ernment, the duties of the Clerk being con- 
fined to carrying out the orders of the City 
Council and keeping the records of that 
body. ‘The incumbent is, in law, the Clerk 
of the Council,and for that reason Judge Mc- 
Connell claims he is not intended to be 
included in the operation of the law. As 
a further argument he’ asserts the em- 
ployés of the office are in no sense em- 
ployés of the city, but deputies of the City 
Clerk, rendered necessary by the fact the 
Clerk is physically unable to do the work 
without assistance. 

A petition signed by 10,000 citizens re- 
questing that the police force be increased 
by the appointment of 500 additional patrol- 
men was presented to the Finance commit- 
tee yesterday. The petition was prepared 
by the candidates for patrolmen now on the 
civil service eligible list of inexperienced 
policemen, and will be considered when the 
annual appropriation ordinance is taken up. 
Chairman Powers says it will be impossible 
to grant the request. Instead of increasing 
the number of patrolmen the city’s finances 
will make it necessary to reduce the force 
by dismissing 200. 

Mayor Harrison's ordinance creating the 
eabinet position of business agent came be- 
fore the committee and was recommended 
to the Council for passage. Irving Washing- 
ton, the present purchasing agent, will, it 
is said, be appointed to the new position.

Commissioner McGann and Health Com- 
missioner Reynolds sent the estimates of 
the amount of money their departments 
will. require for the coming year to the 
Controller yesterday. The figures of Fire 
Marshal Swenie are expected today, and 
when Superintendent Kipley submits the 
police estimates -Controller Waller will be 
ready to get together the estimates on 
which next year’s appropriation bill must 

based. He will have them prepared in 
time for the next meeting of the Finance 
committee, which will be on the coming 
Friday. Mr. Waller is anxious to get the 
appropriation bill through before the Janu- 
ary pay-rolls come due, in order to head off 
possible trouble about meeting thém. He 
consulted John P. Wilson and that iawyer 
advised him, in order to be on the safe side, 
not to meet even the pay-rolis until the 
money for them is appropriated.

Alderman’ Maypole gave notice in the 
Finance committee yesterday that he would 
introduce in the Council an order to pay the 
acting Captains and Lieutenants in the Po- 
lice department the difference between the 
pay they have been drawing and the salaries 
of the positions they have been filling.

PUPILS TO CLEAN A CITY. 


ORGANIZATION OF SCHOOLCHILDREN 
IS PROPOSED. 


Plan Has Been Tried in Two Institu- 
tions and Excellent Results Haye 
Been Produced—Principals Favor 
the Plan, and the Municipal Author- 
ities Welcome the Aid Given Them— 
List of Those Who Inaugerated the 
System. 


After a test of the value of school chil- 
Gren in inspecting dirty streets and alleys 
the Committee of the Institute of Educa- 
tion has completed a report recommending 
that Clean City leagues be formed in every 
public school in the city. The report, signed 
by Chairman Richard Waterman, principal 
of the Kozminski School, where the co- 
operation with the city authorities has been 
tried, will be read before the institute on 
Jan. 29. 

Since the November meeting of the in- 
stitute the children in two schools have 
been encouraged to.use their eyes in de- 
tecting neglected garbage boxes and the 
principals are well satisfied with the result 
of the experiment. Both Mr. Waterman and 
John T. Ray of the Crerar School indorsé the 
plan. In the district in which the Crerar 
School stands in Campbell avenue, near 
Polk street, the alleys have been traversed 
systematically by the girls and boys, who 
make up the school’s roll of inspectors. 

When Mr. Ray was named as one of the 
committee to try the usefulness of the chil- 
dren as auxiliary inspectors of the City 
Street and Alley Cleaning department he 
divided his district into four sections, as 
evenly as possible distributing the places 
which needed the most attention. 

On returning to the school he drew a map 
showing the features of the streets and 
alleys.’ Trying it first on paper he after- 
ward transferred a copy to the blackboard 
of each room, so that it can be seen by every 
child. The maps show the location of street 
boundaries, sanitary districts, alley boun- 
daries, railroads, the school, and a railread 
roundhouse, 


Inspectors Are Appointed. 


When this was done inspectors were ap- 
pointed. The subdistricts were lettered A, 
B, C, and D, and one inspector and two as- 
sistant inspectors were named for each sub- 
district. The following children were taken 
from the seventh and eighth grade rooms: 

A-—Lettie Hogan, Mamie Hutchinson. Carrie 
Hogan. 

B—Jay Thompson, Martin Hall, Irene Kent. 

C—Ray Van Vieck, Sidney Bailey. Geneva Hall. 

D—Harry Weigle, Minnie Price, Jonas Bell. . 

These are the only officers of the Clean 
City league of the school. At the time the 
names of the inspectors were announced 
Mr. Ray made a tour of the rooms and ex- 
plained the emergency which led to the ap- 
pea! to the schools for help in keeping the 
Strects and alleys clean. A short time 
passed and Mr. Ray and the teachers no- 
ticed the good effect the enlistmient of the 
children was having. In their play and 
games in which they led chases through the 
alleys the boys often find boxes overflowing 
with garbage. They report the cases to the 
inspectors when they meet at school the 
next morning, and the neglect is at once 
communicated to the Bureau of Street,and 
Alley Cleaning in the City Hall. 


Excellent Results Obtained. 


‘In watching for neglect in others, the 
children have turned to look for it in their 
own households” Mr. Ray said. ‘** The girls 
particularly take an interest in seeing that 
néglected garbage ‘boxes are attended to. 
People learn that the children are assisting 
the city contractors, and become more care- 
ful of the manner in which they dispose of 
their débris. 

“The condition of membership in the 
Clean City league is a rather puzzling ques- 
tion to decide. -_By some it is held that every 
child who makes at least one report of a 
neglected garbage box or street should be 
entitled to membership. Others think the 
qualification for membership should be even 
greater. To show that the interest mani- 
fested in the trial of the school children is 
great L may say that the report of the com- 
mittee is to be printed, in order that the idea 
may be promulgated the better.” 

In the Kozminski School, Fifty-fourth 
street and Ingleside avenue, Principal Wa- 
terman has included details which are looked 
after by a “ tribune ” system at the Crerar 
School. Besides having his pupils attend 
to the streets and alleys, Mr. Waterman 
has them inspect the rugs at the school 
doors, the shoes of the pupils, and the paper 
the pupils use for their lessons. 

Superintendent of Schools Lane said the 
heads of the schools were glad to give the 
city authorities all the aid that lay in their 
power. 

“The principals are willing to do every- 
thing they can,” he said. 

‘Mayor Harrison promised the committee 
of the institute that when approved by the 
principals the complaints will receive atten-

ENLARGING NEW | YORK CANAL. 


How the Politicians and Promoters 
Fooled the People — Nine Millions 
Known to Be Quite Insufficient— 
Seven Millions More Needed. 


Albany, N. Y., Jan. 8.—State Engineer 
Adams takes issue with Controller Roberts, 
who thinks the $3,250,000 of canal contracts 
recently executed by the Canal board should 
be suspended pending an inquiry as to the 
probable cost of the ‘canal improvement. 
Mr. Adams admits, however, that the work 
of enlarging the Erie Canal, which went on 
between 1836 and 1863, was frequently in- 
terrupted owing to the lack of a»propria- 
tions, the interruption in one instance ex- 
tending over seven years. 

“ You favor, then, going forward with the 

canal work and having every contract thus 
far made executed?” j 

‘** Yes, I do,’ answered Mr. Adaras, ** for I 
believe that the Erie Canal will be left 
in a far better condition for commercial pur- 
poses. Why, all but ninety miles of it will 
be in an improved conditien. -1f we go for- 
ward now we shall so much decrease the time 
in which the canalboatmen can tak advan- 
tage of the canal improvement. 

“ Without reflecting on the members of the 
constitutional convention cr the friends of 
canals, | would like to say that this depart- 
ment always deprecated stating the cost of 
the propcsed improvement too low, but the 
friends of enlargement were afraid of stat- 
ing its cost too high, and thus endangering 
its adoption. During the canvass of 1895 I 
was asked to write a letter saying that 
$9,000,009 would do the work, but I declined 
to do so. I did write a letter stating my be- 
lief aS to what it would cost, bui that letter 
was returned to me unpubiished, and I tore 
it up. I said in that letter that «he work 
would cost more than $9,000,000. The letter 
was not printed, because it was beiieved by 
the supporters of the canal enlargement 
scheme that its publication might cause the 
defeat of the proposition. 

“I have never believed that I was put on 
the defensive regarding the execution of this 
work, becauge I have followed strictly the 
will of the people and the laws of the State. 
The very method of doing the work and of 
letting the contracts was prescribed by the 
Legislature. I think Mr. Aldridge and myself 
bave proved by faithfully following the 
course laid down for us by the Legislature 
that this work cannot be done for $¥,000,000. 
Any statement that we have said that the 
work could be done for $9,000,000 merely 
meant that if such and such things, such as 
vertical walls and slope walls, were left out 
of the estimate, it could be done within 
$9,000,000. If any mistake was made it was. 
made in leaving out these estimates for ver- 
tieal walls and slope walls. I may have 
made a mistake of judgment in omitting cer- 
tain estimates, but there was no mistake in 
the figures.

EX-MAYOR HOPKINS LOSES CASE 


Necision Awarding Him $5,000 from 
George M. Pullman Reversed by 
the Appellate Court. 


The judgment for $5,000 obtained by ex- 
Mayor John P. Hopkins and his partner, 
Frederick H. Secord, against George M. 
Pullman was reversed by the Appellate 
Court yesterday in an opinion written by 
Justice Adams, Justice Sears dissenting. 
The case was not remanded for a new trial 
because of the death of Mr. Pullman. 

The action was begun by Secord & Hop- 
kins in 1891. The plaintiffs maintained that 
they were entitled to $10,000 damages by 
reason -of 2 transaction in regard to leasing 
of stores in the Arcace Building. They as- 
serted that Mr. Pullman induced trem to 
form a corporation known as the “Arcade 
Trading company” for the purpose of per- 
petuating the name ‘Arcade.’ They also 
showed that Mr. Pullman assured them that 
they. could:rent as many stores in the Ar- 
cade Building as they needed for $100 a 
month. The plaintiffs alleged that they exe- 
cuted a lease with Mr. Pul'man for stores 
at a face vaiue rent2) of £100 a month for

dent Reads His Inaugural. 


HITS AT BUCKET-SHOPS, 


Comes Out for Improvement of 
the Chicago River, 


MEMBERS PRAISE W.T: BAKER 


Several hundred members of the Board of 


Trade met in the visitors’ room yesterday, . 


listened to the reading of the report of the 
directors and to President Carter’s inaugural 
address, and passed a resolution of compli- 
ments and thanks to ex-President Baker for 
his administration during the last five years. 

President Carter’s theme was river and 
harbor improvements and buckét-shop ex- 

termination. After being introduced by Mr. 
Baker President Carter said: 

“It is the highest duty of this association 
to push with the same vigor that it has in 
the past its warfare against bucket shops 
and bucket-shopping. We have stronger 
hopes for success in this work than ever be- 
fore. The postoffice authorities are now giv- 
ing us every assistance in their power to 
stamp out this great evil. The method of se- 
lecting both grand and petit jurors has re- 
cently been so changed that with the hearty 
codperation of the prosecuting officers, which 
we are now receiving, we have good grounds 
for believing that the laws upon this sub- 
ject will be strictly and honestly enforced. 
With their aid we confidently expect that 
this method of robbery will be entirely sup- 
pressed by the continuous and energetic ef- 
forts of your officers. Undoubtedly this 
board, as heretofore, will support to the 
fullest extent such efforts. 


Modern Harbor Is Needed. 


"The present condition of our harbor is 
greatly retarding the growth of our city. 
if this is to continue to be the best market 
for the products from the farms of the West; 
if the Mississippi Valley is to be afforded its 
greatest opportunity for development; if 
Chicago is to be the greatest city com- 
mercially on this continent, we must act 
quickly and energetically in improving our 
harbor facilities. 

** It seems self-evident that the only chance 
for relief in the near future is in the im- 
provement of the Chicago River. That 
river is now under government care and 
control as a navigable stream, and all 
changes which in any way affect it as a 
wate y must be with the consent of the 
United States authorities. Owing to the 
united work of the Chicago Corgressmen for 
the first time in its history Congress two 
years ago recognized the needs of our har- 
bor and made suitable appropriations for 
carrying forward the improvement of the 
river. The officers of the United States gov- 
ernment, here and in Washington, have 
indicated by their actions, as well as by, 


words, that they are in favor of improv- . 


ing the river. In recent years public senti- 
ment has seemed to be practically unani- 
mous in favor of the plan for improving the 
harbor by deepening end widening our 
river. Any other plan is almost certain-to 
requiré years of education before it would 


be supported by anything like the same. 


wnanimity, and I can see no reason for be- 
lieving that the government would give aid 
or appropriate money for any other project 
until the local authorities themselves had 
carried such proect far towards completion, 
and wWhilé such plan was being carried out 
and another harbor formed, the commerce 
of thé great lakes would be continually 
turning from Chicago to other points which 
had better harbor facilities. I most earnest- 
ly urge that this board do all in its power 
to secure necessary legislation from Con- 
gress to deepen and widen the Chicago 
River, so that it may be easily accessible to 
the largest freight carriers upon the lakes.”’

The ticket is posted imone 2 the’ bulletin 
boxes that has.a glass front, and. hangs 'n 
the office at the ‘clubrooms. Mr. Smith 
stopped on his way to lunch. and began an 
inspection of the names. It is said that 
when he réad down the list‘and saw his own 
name ’an explosion of indignation, followed 
that caused the steward’s hair to stand 
on end, Mr. Smith declared he was not a 
candidate, except in the-minds probably of 
the House committee, and expressed dis- 
pleasure that such liberties should be taken 
with his name without, consulting him. Some 
of the members sought to mollify-bim with 
arguments that it always has been- cuv- 
tomary in the organization for the Nom- 
inating committee to thus honor; members 
without first securing their consent. But 
Mr. Smith refused to be moliified. He de- 
manded that the name be removed, and 
upon leaving the clubrooms served notice 
that if the name still remained when he 
came again he would smash the glass and 
take it off himself. 

As quickly as the clerk could secure a 
blue pencil some member of the committee 
used it to such good advantage that only a 
small* trace of flourish to the letter R. in 
Robert remained to show that Mr. Smith’s 
name had been there. Up. to a late hour no 
other had been substituted. 

The explanation givén for Mr. Smith's 
action is. his opposition to the evident effort 
on the part of.the committee and of Mr. 
Eddy, its nominee for President, to exploit it 
as a gold’‘ticket. Mr. Smith, so his friends 
said, strongly objected to raising the money 
question and making it an issue in the ciub 
election. This, they asserted, should not be 
taken as an indication that he was other 
than a sound money man. Inasniuich as Mr. 
Smith is an-ex-President of the club, and 
one.of the most prominent Democrats in 
Chicago, some of the braves charge the 
committee with acting presumptuously in 
putting him on.as one of three. Vice Pres- 
idents for the West Side without first asking 
whether it would be agreeable-to him to 
serve in that capacity. 

It was sald. that J. W/ Eckhart, another 
nominee for Vice President on the West 
Side, .would. decline to stand, because he 
also opposes the use of the word “ gold ”’ In 
designating the. ticket.

ure will be tested by counsel for E. 8S. Dreyer | 


and Robert Berger. The preliminary argu- 
ment will be had before Judge Chetlain on 
Wednesday night. The motion to quash 
seven indictments against the two former 
bankers. Was on call yesterday, bui TF_evy 
Mayer, counsel for the defendants, said he 
was not prepared, and, after some discus- 
sion with Assistant Srate’s Attorney Barnes, 
who opposed delay, the court granted Mr. 
Mayer a continuance. 

** We propose to take these cases to the 
Supreme Court of the United States by di- 
rect proceeding,” said Attorney Mayer. ‘“* It 
is our desire to wrest seven cases from the 
jurisdiction of your Honor. I make this an- 
nouncement so there may be no mistake, 
We are not endeavoring to conceal our mo- 
tivés. We shall attac« the constitutionality 
of the so-called bankers’ thirty days law. 

“ The act of receiving deposits establishes 
the relations of debtor and creditor. A 
merchant who falls within thirty days after 
receiving funds from a crecitor is not an ém- 
bezzler, but as a banker he is a criminal un- 
der the law.’”’ 

Attorney Mayer produced certifications of 
two physicians to show that neither Dreyer 
nor Berger was able to leave his home. - Both 
are ill and have been for several weeks. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Barnes said he 
Gisliked to refuse the pathetic plea of coun- 
sel for mercy, but the State was ready and 
asked that the motion be argued.
